THE WHEELS OF JUSTIC.

THE REGULAR NOVEMBER TERM
OF COURT.

A Record of the Work Done up te the
Hour of Our Going
to Press.

The rngnlar fall term of courl
for Willinmsburg county convened
last Monday. Judge Witherspoon
Solicitor Wilson and stenographer
Parrott were all 1n  their respec
tive places. Some time was con-
sumed in going throngh the usual
routine of business prior 1o get-
ting down to real work. One or
two of the jurymen were excused
on account of sickness. Nine
prisoners, all colored, wérein the
court house awating 1.1 respec-
live trials, but one would never
have supposed they anticipated
conviction judging by the expres-
sions of countenance,

The following true bills were
found: James Sloney, cowstealing;
McDowell Cole, assanlt and bat-

tery withintent to kill; John M.

Dounahoe, assault and battery
of a high and aggravated nature;
William Singleton, housebreaking
and larcenry; Heunry Davis, assult
and battery with intent to Kill;
Iildie B. McAllister and Jane
Ciineron, adultery; Ezra K. Mc-
Knight, criminial assault.

No bill was found against Shar
per McCrakin,charged with as
saul and battety of a high and ag-
gravated nature.

The first case tried was that
against James Stoney, charged
with cowstealing. It will be re-
membered that Stoney brought a
cow here several months ago and
tried to sellit. His ‘story about
bringing th2 animal from Sumter
did not seem plausible to tbe offi-
cers and the negro was arrested.
The next day Mr. H L Polston, of
Cades, came to town looking for
cow that had been stolen from
him the day bofore. After hear-
ing the evidence the jurv was not
long in reaching a verdict of guil
ty. The jndge sentenced Stoney
to 18 months at hard labor, saying
to him that il he had not lied on
the stand the sentence would have
been only one year, the exira six
months being added on account
of Stoney’s talse testimony.

The case against John M Don-
ahoe, white, charged with assault
and battery of a high and aggra-
vated nature, was called for trial.
Donnahoe cut one Sharper Mc-
Crakin, an old colored man, on
the 24th day of December last
while at the store of Hemingway
&Co at Lambert P. O. The
evidence in the case was all given
Monday aiterncon, and the argu
ments of the solicilor and M J

'flirseh, Esq, the counsel for the

ucfence, were merde Tuesday
morning. After a short delibera-
tion the jury returned a verdict of
“guilty.” The decudant did not
“ghow up” m tue court house
Tuesday at all, and up to the
hour of going to press nolhiog has
been heard of him,

McDowell Cole, a negro boy
was next ftried.” Cole and one
Jake Peterson, also colored, had
a fight out near Single postoffice
some ‘time last spring. There
were no witnesses or either side.
Both the prosecutor and the de
fendent were in jail. Two priso-
ners who overheard a conversa-
tion between the two negroes
were put up#l the witness stand.
Cole was withoul counsel, and the
solieiter made no argument to the
jury. After a few miuunles the
jury relulrned a verdiet of “not

The case against Henry Davis,
colored, was then called. The
charge was assanlt and bat'ery
with intent to Kkill. The defen-
dant was represented by Thos. M
Gilland, Esq. The verdict was
guilty of assault and batrery of a
high and aggravated nature. He
was senlenced 1o a fine of $50 or
eight months on the chaingang.
William Singletun, another negro,
plead guilty of housebreaking and
larceny and was sentenced to
fifteen months on the chaingang.

She was a member of the Metho-
dist church and practiced that re-
ligion which she professed.

A devoted mother and a good
citizen has passed away.

2181, 1897, of hemorihagic fever,
after a tew hours illness, Willie K
Davidson, only child ol the late
tobert J Davidson. and grand
child of Mrs. Eliza A Scott, whose
death occured only two days be
fore. Willie died before he had
reached manhood. He was a quiet
and industrious toy, honorably
working o make a living. His
mother. who livesin Georgia, did
not reach him until after his
death.
